IN AMERICA’S CAPITAL. 


BRITISH EMBASSY IN GLOOM. 
(BY THE MEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.™M) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The British 
embassy is shrouded in gloom today, 
and the heavy hangings of black within 
and without he stately old mansion 
give tribute to the memory of the de- 
parted Queen. The British flag hangs 
at half-mast above the porte cochere, 
fronting the building. Around the 
royal arms which top the portico, hang 
heavy masses of biack, and from the 
large columns are draped long bands 
of crepe. All the curtains of the em- 
bassy are drawn, and the enfire place 
presents an aspect of silence and 
mourning. 

Lord Pauncefote remains in retire- 
ment with his family and staff most of 
the time; only occasionally seeing some 
distinguished caller who comes to pay 
a tribute of respect and condolence. 
These condolences have come in the 
most abundant form, and testify to the 
widespread feeling which the death of 
the Queen has awakened in all classes. 
They come in the torm of notes, tele- 
graphic messages atid cards, running 
into the hundreds, besides the many 
personal calls which the officials of the 
government and the diplomatic corps 
have paid. The sentiment of this gov-

capacity for reasoned and de- 
liberate action. He falls, it is true, in 
the task he has unde 


avenging of his father’s death. But if 
we look to the Inner man, what a dif- 
ference between Hamlet, ruined by the 


conflicting elements of his own nature, 
and Brutus, glorified even in the hour 
of his death by his unwavering devotion 


to the ideals wey in his life. The 
aerar”’ opens the great 
eycle of Shakespeare's tragedies, and 
in this period Shakespeare deals not 
so much with the question of worldly 
success or failure as with the inner 
struggle of the soul toward victory or 
defeat. And Brutus alone of all the 
t characters of these tragedies, 
let, Macbeth, Othello, and the rest, 
comes off supreme victor. In every 
point wherein his character is tested 
Brutus rises exalted from the trial. 
He is the darling of the great 


usurper 
‘—for in the study of the play we must 


regard Caesar as Shakespeare and his 
age regarded him—end a splendid 
to him under Caesar's 
protection. t it has no temptation 
for him: 
“Brutus had rather be a vi . 
Rome 
Under these ha as this 

Is like to lay upon us.” 

He loves Caesar, but his personal af- 
fection cannot for a moment stand in 


when this is once decided, 
calmly and steadily to action with & 
joftiness of temper that turns a murder 
to a sacrifice. Brutus is blamed for 
his refusal to kill Antony along with 
Caesar, and it is easy to blame him 
after the event. But the grounds on 
which Cassius u the death of An- 
tony, his love for Caesar and his 
power to harm the conspirators, were 
from the standpoint of unselfish moral- 
ity whence Brutus viewed them, weak 
and even blameworthy. It is true that 
he underestimated the capacity of An- 
tony: men of the Brutus type are apt 
to despise the gay, pleasure-loving man 
of genius. But even had Brutus fore- 
geen the danger, it is hardly likely that 
he would have acted otherwise. He 
jJoved honor more than he feared death, 
and his honor was concerned In mak- 
the slaying of Caesar a solemn sac- 
to the republic and not the sig- 
nal for a general massacre. It was 


what is perhaps the 
tion that can assaill a man of action, 
the seeming necessity of yielding to 
the consequences of his own acts, and 
of grasping at any means that will lead 
him to his goal. It is this necessity

will not stoop to wring their hard- 
earned coins from wretched peasan 
or sell his offices for gold. He pn wd 
injustice and bribery even in his own 
ranks, and almost breaks with his one 
ally because the latter is less scrupu- 
lous of ways and means than he. Un. 
practical the critics call this, too, but 
even in this life Brutus has his reward. 
It ie no little thi that a Roman of 
the period of the civil wars should be 
able to say as his day is closing: 

“My ay doth joy, that yet in all my 


I found no man but he was true to me.” 
It is the common failing of such men 
as Brutus, of the puritan as’of the 
stoic, to be cold, reserved, and self- 
sufficient, “faultily But 
Shakespeare was too warm-blooded 
himself to draw any such icy figure of 
perfection. Brutus is human to the 
red ripe of the heart,. courteous, ten- 
der, loving. His kindliness extends even 
to his slaves, over whom he watches 
like a father. At the tery height of 
his quarrel with Cassius an appeal to 
his old affection stops him in his just 
reproaches. And his relation with his 
wife is the most beautiful to be found 
even in Shakespeare. Well may An- 
tony say of this noblest Roman: * 
“His life was gentie;: and the e ts 
So mixed in him that nature might 
stand up 
And say to all the world, ‘This was a 
man.’ 


After Brutus there is but one heroic 
figure among all the protagonists of 
Shakespeare's great tragedies, but he 
is the “noblest man of man’s making,” 
the splendid soldier and 
lover, Othello. Like the other great 
characters of this tragic period, his 
soul is caught in the storm of sin and 
driven to hopeless ruin. But unlike the 
others his eyes are opened at the last, 
he sees his fault and the agony of his 
repentance forces from him the most 
broken-hearted cry. that ever 
the lips of man. If one could write an 
epilogue to Othello after the manner 
of the last act of “Faust,” what other 
place in it could be assigned this noble 
sinner than one among those to whom 
much was forgiven because they loved 
much. One sees him drawn upward to 
the heights by the hand of Desdemona, 
better loved and less wronged than 
ever Gretchen was by Faust. 

The chief feature in the character of 
Othello is his elemental simplicity. He 
is so direct, so straightforward and sin- 
cere himself that he cannot even imag- 
ine deceit or dishonor in his surround- 
ings. Barbarian as he is by birth, he is 
at heart a very perfect, gentile knight— 
brave, courteous, loving, gifted with a 
simple but overmastering eloquence, and 
cherishing a spotiess ideal of honor. 
He is not, as is too often supposed, of 
a jealous nature. There is always 
something base and degrading in this 


/ passion, and one has but to compare 


Othello with Shakespeare’s true por- 


‘trait of the jealous king in the “Win- 
| ter’s Tale” to see how far the Moor is 
exalted above its meannesses. Even in 


hie darkest hour it is not s0 much 
jealousy that feeds upon his heart and 
drives him to madness and murder as 
the sense of injured honor. The con-

For in 
Prospero Shakespeare has not only 
given us od eeeeg of the hero as phil- 
osopher and poet, he has thereby un- 
consciously given us a portrait of him- 
self as he was at the close of his life. 
“Conscious superiority untinged by. ar- 
rogance, genial scorn for the mean and 
base, mercifulness into which con- 
tempt entered very largely, serenity 
excluding passionate affection while 
admitting tenderness, intellect over- 
topping morality, but in no way biight- 
ing or perverting it—euch,” says Dr. 
Garnett, “are the mental features of

not certain that “The Tempest” is the 
last in date of Shakespeare's plays, but 
certainly it i@ in spirit the most fitting 
conclusion to his work, the best rep- 
resentative of that last period which 
Dowden has so aptly baptised “On the 
Heights.” what a mountain top 
of calm and lofty wisdom, at last at- 
tained after hard toil, bitter sorrow 
and painful experience of the baseness 
of mankind does Prospero look down 
upon the world. He is lord of the ele- 
ments; Ariel, the delicate spirit, and 
Caliban, the fiend-born monster, are 


him master of men’s fates; in his hand 
are the lives of the enemies who have 
wronged, betrayed and robbed him. 
But the only use he makes of his power 
is to open their eyes to their faults and 
move their hearts to repentance. For- 
giveness, reconciliation, 
these are the words 
through the harmonies of Shakespeare's 
latest work like the solemn music that 
stole along the airs of the enchanted 
isiand. Over the wretchedness of the 
men of sin, over the youthful innocence 
of Ferdinand and Miranda the great 
figure of Prospero towers like some 
kindly ancient god. Yet he is not un- 
human. He knows the littleness of man 
and foresees the coming end. When 
his work of reconciliation is performed 
breaks his magic staff and drowns 
his book. All his arts iaid aside, he 
mingles once more with She world of 
men, to rule his dukedom Wriselier than 
before, to see his daugh@r's children 
springing up about his k 
brood not in bitterness nor melan- 
choly, but with the grave wonder of the 
philosophers upon approaching 
eath.

There is nothing rea! in this world, 
such seem to be Shakespeare's last 
words to us, but love and forgiveness 
and a calm expectance of the end. 

It is a very long way from Theseus 
uncoupling his hounds in the fairy - 
haunted groves near Athens, or Fal- 
conbridge scattering his rough jests 
and plying his ready hand, to this rip- 
ened and serene philosopher. It indi- 
cates perhaps the distance that Shake- 
speare had traveled from his early ad- 
miration of the men of action to his 
final recognition of the world’s worth. 
Yet his ideals are by no means incon- 
gruous; there are certain cardinal vir- 
tues common to almost all his heroes, 
Perhaps the most striking of these is 
that quality which gave to the poet his 
nickname of “Gentle Will.” Gentileness, 
in ia varied forms, of courtesy toward 
inferiors and equals, and of reverence 
toward superiors, is a virtue that 
Shakespeare never tired of @xctolling. 
He devotes a whole drama to proving 
that the lack of this virtue may ruin an 
otherwise noble soul. Closely akin to 
this quality is a tenderness of heart, 
quick to respond to an appeal for pity. 
Shakespeare Rimself had so deep a 
sense of the sadness of human life t“at 
he could not even imagine a hero de- 
vold of this tender grace. These quali. 
ties are reinforced and strengthened in 
Shakespeare's heroes by the active vir 
tues of strength, resolut 
cision tn thought and act.
